Alan R. Hawley and Augustus Post, 
the aeronauts of the balloon America 
II, for whom search had been prose¬ 
cuted in the Canadian wilds, are safe 
and have established a new world’s 
record for sustained flight. They trav¬ 
eled approximately 1350 miles and 
came to earth in Chicoutimi County, 
Quebec, on Wednesday, October 19th, 
but were not heard from until Wednes¬ 
day, where telegrams sent from St. 
Ambroise, Quebec, reached New 
York. 

The balloonists started from St. 
Louis with nine other contestants in 
the international contest on Monday, 
October 17th. All the other balloons 
have been reported. Two messages 
from Hawley and Post were received 
in New York early Wednesday. One 
was to William Hawley, brother of the 
aeronaut; the other to Samuel F. 
Perkins, pilot of the balloon Dussel- 
dorf II, which had been considered 
the winner. The message to Mr. 
Hawley read: 

“Landed in wilderness week ago 
fifty miles north of Chicoutimi. Both 
well. ALAN.” 

The Perkins message read: 

‘Landed Paribonka River, north 
jake Chilogana, 19th. All well; re¬ 
turning. 

“HAWLEY, POST." 

With receipt of the news there 
ended a search which had come to be 
regarded by many as almost hopeless 
and in which the Governments of 
this country and Canada were indi¬ 
rectly participating. 

Young Perkins, who accompanied 
Lieutenant Hans Gericke in the Dus- 
seldorf, conceded as soon as he re¬ 
ceived the telegram from Hawley and 
Post that he and the German had lost 
first place to the New Yorkers. Perkins 
had estimated the distance traveled by 
the Dusseldorf at 1240 miles. He' was 
overjoyed at hearing from his long- 
lost rivals and Quickly dispatched to 
St. Ambrois, with instructions to for¬ 
ward this message of congratulation 
to Hawley and Post: 

“Indications are that you have brok¬ 
en the world’s record for sustained 
flight in a balloon. Please accept my 
sincerest congratulations on your skill. 
You are the only ones I would be glad 
to see win outside myself. I know 
from my own experiences what you 
have risked to make such a trip.”

DYNAMITERS UNDER 
SURVEILLANCE 


COLONEL ROOSEVELT. 

He Has Airship Germ and 
Will Make More Flights. 


Awaiting Action of Los Angeles . 
Grand Jury to Arrest 


The District Attorney’s office at 
Los Angeles made the positive an¬ 
nouncement Thursday night, without 
explanation, that if the dynamiters 
are not already under arrest, they 
certainly are under surveillance. This 
is the most unqualified statement yet 
made by the authorities. 

The examination of thirty witnesses 
made a hard day's work for the spe¬ 
cial Grand Jury, which began Thurs¬ 
day the investigation of the Los An¬ 
geles Times explosion. Most of these 
witnesses were called merely to estab¬ 
lish the fact that twenty-one men met 
death in the disaster, but two of them, 
William Millholland, chief engineer 
of the aqueduct, and W. S. Crabill, 
foreman of the Times composing 
room, gave testimony in line with the 
findings of previous investigators that 
the wrecking of the Times was the 
work of dynamite plotters. - 

The groundwork these two wit¬ 
nesses laid is expected to be built up 
to the indictment stage by the testi¬ 
mony of witnesses to be brought 
down from San Francisco. Deputy 
District Attorney C. C. McComas, who 
is assisting the Grand Jury, said that 
he did not expect to have the north¬ 
ern witnesses on hand until next 
week. 

During their morning session the 
Grand Jurors devoted some time to an 
angry discussion of the publicity that 
has been given the case, and at the 
noon recess Charles Weir, the fore¬ 
man, called the reporters to account 
for the publication of statements 
that five Grand Jurors had received 
letters threatening them with death. 

“It’s a lie,’’ Weir declared, with 
anger. 

Detective Made Statement. 

He was told that only one paper 
had printed anything regarding al¬ 
leged threats, but that one of the chief 
men engaged in the detective work 
had given out such a statement with¬ 
in an hour after the Grand Jury had 
been chosen. 

“I don't care; it’s a lie,” Weir re¬ 
peated. “Nobody has been threat¬ 
ened.” He added that while the mem¬ 
bers of the Grand Jury were all brave 
men who were not to be intimidated 
by anonymous threats, they did not 
want their families alarmed by untrue 
statements that their lives were in 
danger. 

Probable Arrests in Mexico. 

Every hour the information fur¬ 
nished by the State Department to 
Governor Gillett, and transmitted by I 
him to the local authorities in recent ! 
telegrams, regarding the presence of 
the three dynamite suspects aboard 
the Pacific Mail liner San Juan in 
Mexican waters, gains, credence and 
assumes more importance in the eyes 
of the police. Captain of Detectives 
Flammer and his assistants apparent- : 
ly feel almost confident that the men 
on the ship are Brice, Caplan and 
Schmidt. The meager descriptions 
wired the movements of the myste¬ 
rious schooner Kate and the limited 
telegraphic facilities along the west 
coast of Mexico all tend to strengthen 
the belief that these are the men 
wanted, particularly in the light of a 
new theory worked out to-night. 

On the morning of October 1st, sev¬ 
eral hours after the Times building 
had been shattered by the explosion 
and fire, it is now believed that the 
trio boarded the Kate in the outer 
harbor at San Pedro.

It is impossible that the dynamiters 
could have remained in San Fran¬ 
cisco fifteen days after the crime un¬ 
til the San Juan sailed. 

Captain Flammer thinks that the 
State Department will soon receive 
word from Tamachula of the men’s 
arrest. The first message came from 
there, and the San Juan is believed to 
have effected wireless communication 
with that far southern port, and 
should arrive there any moment.

Vessels arriv¬ 
ing during the past few weeks report 
extraordinary brilliance of the aurora 
borealis, which Indians and old set¬ 
tlers accept as a sign of a very cold 
winter.

Lounsbury, superintendent of the es¬ 
tate, to be $611,136. 

Mr. Clemens’ home, Stormfield, and 
the 230 acres surrounding it, are val¬ 
ued at $70,000. The approximate value 
of his stock holdings is given as $150,- 
000, of which $200,000 is in stock of 
the Mark Twain Company." The fur¬ 
niture and furnishings at Stormfield 
are valued at $10,145. and the estate 
of his daughter, Jean L. Clemens, who 
died December 24. 1909, which is in¬ 
cluded in the inventory, is given as 
$7000. 

Proceeds from the sale of real estate 
since his death are $41,666, and $7824 
was collected from a person who was 
indebted to Clemens in that sum, but 
whose name is not given. 

Mrs. Ossip Gabrilowitz, Mr. Clem¬ 
ens’ daughter and only heir, has 
sailed for Europe, leaving instructions 
that Stormfield and the real estate be 
sold.

To the Editor of The Enterprise— 
Hir In prefacing a few words in your 
valuable paper, I might introduce my¬ 
self as a stay-at-home, so far as politics 
is concerned, for the very good reason 
to me on account of the chicanery 
and duplicity under which politics 
was conducted previous to the primary 
election. But since that date I have 
come to the conclusion that the Amer¬ 
ican people have taken a gigantic stride 
in economic evolution, and the down¬ 
ing of bossism lias at last arrived. 
Roosevelt’s definition of bossism and 
leaders is that the leader holds place 
by forcing the conscience and appeal¬ 
ing to the reason of his followers, and 
the boss holds his place by crooked 
and underhand manipulation. Every 
city of importance for political conve¬ 
nience is divided into what is known 
as wards. Each ward previous to the 
new primary law had its boss whose 
business it was to deceive the people 
into voting unscrupulnus men into of¬ 
fice. Although Han Bruno cannot be 
rated as a city, yet its public business, 
political and otherwise, is conducted 
under the ward system. In the ward 
system in a small community the boss 
does not come out openly in the politi¬ 
cal arena and show his hand, but gath¬ 
ers around him men who are willing 
to carry out his orders. The boss, sup¬ 
plemented by his lieutenants, must at 
all hazards covertly crush the reputa¬ 
tion and character of all men who have 
inculcated the spirit of Americanism 
and good citizenship in conducting so 
far as they are able, honesty, equality 
and good government. Heliishness is 
a dominant characteristic with the 
boss, and jealousy a ruling passion al¬ 
ways uppermost in his mind, and in 
his dark reasoning slashes and strikes 
without discretion at all the beautiful 
attributes that man has fought for cen¬ 
turies to attain — morality, veracity, 
and purity in all things, and other ex¬ 
emplifications grand and purified in 
the upper and nether stone of time, 
fitting men to be followers of the scrip¬ 
tural teachings of the Great Nazarine. 
A great awakening of the people for 
the elimination of practical bosses and 
unsound men in public affairs is the 
demand arising from all quarters in 
the land. Our duty as patriotic citi¬ 


zens is to join in the housecleaning 
and relegate the pernicious ward sys¬ 
tem >nto perdition where it rightfully 
belongs. For, mark you, every man 
whom tHe boss should succeed in elect¬ 
ing will obey the dictates of his counsel 
and to the detriment of the average 
citizen. Eternal vigilance is tlie price 
of liberty. Be on your guard and vole 
against every candidate whom the boss 
recommends, for no man of sterling 
worth would pledge himself to be fa¬ 
voring the creation of a dictator, and 
having nothing but ignominy for his 
reward to haunt a conscience whose 
freedom would be under control of a 
relentless boss. Spectator.

The Associated Realty Boards of 
I California have, through their cam¬ 
paign committee, issued tlie following 
as a summary of the effects that will 
follow (lie adoption of Constitutional 
Amendment No. 1 by tlie voters at the 
coming state election: 

1— Compel the annual payment by 
public service corporations of $3,500,- 
000 more in taxes than they have 
paid heretofore; thereby saving that 
amount to other taxpayers. 

2— End inequalities between counties 
as to state taxes. 

3— Make tlie burden of taxes on all 
kinds of property equal, relieving real 
estate of its present unjust proportion. 

4— Substitute a mathematical rule 
(percentage of gross receipts) for the 
exercise of jutlicial discretion (as fix- i 
ing valuations) by assessors. This 
will give certainty and insure against 
political corruption. 

Corporations will have to pay a just 
share of taxes, because their property | 
will l>e taxed as a unit, not in sections 
by various assessors, or hit-or-miss by 
one assessor. Their taxes will be based 
on their gross receipts, an unfailing 
indication of true tax-paying ability. 

Counties will be free from the juris¬ 
diction of the state board of equaliza¬ 
tion, because the state w ill not derive 
its revenue from the general proper- 
| ties, and will not care how the prop¬ 
erty is assessed. Every county will 
stand alone conducting its own taxa¬ 
tion, and inequalities can no longer 
i exist. 

The burden of taxes on all kinds of i 
| property will be made equal because a 
i tax on gross receipts is sure to be a I 
tax on ail property, real and personal, 
which contributes to the production of 
those gross receipts. 

The important question: Will the 
new system reduce or increase the 
taxes of the average taxpayer? The 
answer is found in the figures care¬ 
fully compiled by the state commis¬ 
sion on revenue and taxation, to show 
the effect the amendment would have 
| had it been in effect in 1909. Taking 
| the state as a whole, the tax rale of! 


the average taxpayer would have beei 
that year reduced about 17 cents pe 
hundred dollars. Holanocounty wouh 
have been saved in taxes $30,519, am 
the same amount as was raised fo 
local purposes in 1909 could have beei 
raised with a total rale of 15.4 per on 
hundred dollars lower than the tota 
rate for that year. These figures ar
